THE: PASSING OF THE 
> WESTERN FRONTIER 


Felix J. Koch, One of the National 
Editorial Association, in Cincin- 
nati Paver, Tells of the Great 
Development of This Country. — 
Edmonton Once the Jumping-Off 
Place, Now a Metropolis. 


The jololwing are some of the im- 
ressions of Edmonton, written by 

‘elix J. Koch, of Cincinnati, for a 
Cineinnati paper, after hie visit to 
this city with the Netional Editorial 
association in September of last year: 

Latterly there has passed away the 
last of the ‘Western frontier!’ Stor- 
jee of border rufftane. of vigilentes, of 
things “away out West” niust here- 
after be consigned to the past or to 
the remote Canadian Northwest, for 
our own western frontier is no more, 
and in Canada even this indefinite re- 
gion has passed too far beyond Ed- 
monton, 

Time was when Edmonton, Alberta, 
formed a sort of “jumping off place,” 
as the cattle men and the horse ranch- 
ers put it. 

And today—well, in my mail as 1 
write there is the prospectus of the 
railway being built from Edmonton 
to beyond the Aretie circle. Think of 
it, a railway which goes farther north 
than even the trans-Siberian! 

We can start in pertect comfort at 
New Orleans or San Diego and travel 
very shortly from thence to the north- 
ernmost sea in Pullman cars.  Al- 
ready you go that way to Edmonton. 

And when you get there: 

It must be admitted that ae the 
train crosses the endless grain fields 
you see off in the distance now and 
then one of the Royal Northwest 
Mounted police riding his horse on a 
gallop. 

They make you think of Kipling’s 
“soldier of fortune,’’ do these mount- 
ed police, for the most of them are 
ne’er-do-well sons of the rich in old 
England, who for some reason or other 
have left home for the colonies and 
are out here patrolling the plains. 

Just Police Officers. 

A horge that is splendid in itself; a 
man in dark brown trousers and in 
écarlet shirt, a broad Stetson hat and 
a belt with his pistol, and you have 
the Royal Northwest Mounted police. 

He is one element in the picture. 

But todfiv in the baby cities of the 
old West he has been consigned to 
simple police duty. When the pro- 
vinees of Saskatchewan end Alberta 
were carved out of the old Northwest 
territories the Royal Northwest police, 
it was agreed, should till police 
them, 

So, instead of riding out after horse 
thieves or taking a lone Indian who 
has murdered his squaw to the terri- 
torial prison, they arrest the man who 
drank too much Scotch in the corner 
éaloon and lodge him in a modern cell 
in a police station far cleaner than 
those in our own cities 

Then there is the homesteader. 

One sees him, too, out here on the 
old western frontier—he and his wife 
and his children. , 

They walk belind the wagon, Indian 
fashion; atop it are piled the goods. 

But he is not the settler of the ’80’s 
or even the '90’s, Instead, he is simp- 
ly moving out of the cities to take up 
® homestead.’ Ten to one he came 
from the States, for the Canadian gov- 
ernment has inaucurated a campaign 
for immigration in this region that is 
sweeping Americans out of Towa and 
Kansas and Illinois and Kentucky up 
into the West. 

American Machines Used. 

We, however, are eager for a peep 
at Edmonton. We remember reciting 
in college to the professor of econom- 
ies of the trend of the western fron- 


tier—the line beyond which there are 
not over two people to the square 
mile 


It is high noon when the train pulls 
in over the Canadian Northern. Five 
minutes after. hungry men, we saun- 
ter to the hotel—the largest. On our 
way up from the station we remark in- 
numerable 
ing near the track, They 
American trede-mark, for 
everywhere 

Already on this short walk we are 
impressed with the fact of how well 
the city is built. Stores with raw 
furs vre here; outside them a wagon, 
with its homesteaders, is halting that 
Wilady may buy a cloak before leav- 
ime for the interior, Then, in an- 
Other substantial brick there are more 
of these raw furs. There is a Japan- 
dbe restaurant, where meals may be 
had for a quarter, and before it again 
@ curious vehicle—a ‘‘tallyho” they 
term it—with rounded wagon bed, has 
drawn up. Splendid conservatories 
afte here, and there is a mammoth es- 
tablishment maintained by an Amer- 
jean exporter of farm machinery. 

Y. M. C. A. on Frontier. 

Further up the street here, as in 
all these west Canadian towns, the 
Chinese laundryman has come. There 
are lesser hotels, each with its bar, 
but one sees far tougher bars at Tuc-

yards already neatly fenced, for here 
every householder enfences his gar- 
den. 

Hotels Named For the King. 

Then we came to the leading eata- 
vensary. Of course it is named for 
the King. West of the Manitoba line 
you have King Edward hotels, regi- 
ments, firehouses and schools. They 
are loyal still out here in the colonies 
There is a pretty balcony at one cor- 
ner of tie hotel; there is a sumptu- 
ous bar at oné side, A stone’s throw 
distant is the new post office, of red 
and white, stone trimmings to a neut 
brick. 

The Bank of Nova Scotia, one «f 
the few banks in Canada today whose 
checks seem to go at par everywhere, 
oceupies o four-story brick edifice 
here, The bank has branches all over 
Canada, and even into Newfoundland, 
end it is most popular with its pat- 
Then again one has another ho- 
tel, a large three-story structure, with 
its baleony on the second floor tike- 
wise, Stores of other sorts cluster 
about; they are harness makers and 
trunk dealers fringing these very wide 
streets of asphalt, with the electric 
car tracks at thé centre, A ticket and 
telegraph office as big as any in an 
American city of three times the size 
makes one wonder. Even the second- 
story stores are here—not so far from

the Imperial bank. The latter tries 
to impress one by four-story stone 
pillars at the front and two black 


lampposts out before it, but somehow 
it freezes you and you pass it by. You 
are surprised at the array in the large 
fruit stores of the city. You hear an 
American gramophone being tested for 
sale. Occasionally a side street leads 
off, and there are other splendid four 
and five-story bricks out there. 

Then you halt again et your cara- 
vansary. The lobby reminds you of 
that of the Jefferson at Richmond, «r 
again of that of the Wayne at Detroit. 
Off from it there is the dining roow, 
not so large but fitted with long ta- 


bles. They set no cleth on these, but 
instead there are vases with carna- 
tions. Between bowls of potato sal- 


ad, platters of ham or cheese sand- 
wiches and plates with olives await, 
Coffee and ice cream are on the buf- 
fet, and as you seat they hand you « 


little cireularshaped booklet a sou- 
venir, Not so many years ago had 


you overnighted at Edmonton it would 
have been in your Red River cart, ‘n 
the shelter of the old fort, while the 
coyotes prowled on the sky line. 

In fact, you are anxious to be 

through with the meal and out to see 
more of this wonderful city. It is a 
charming city, with its modern stores. 
You remark ‘the numbers of men 
wearing the peaked Stetson hats with 
the leather bands. You notice a love 
of flowers here, which those who have 
“done” the St. Lawrence remark out 
in East Canada; even the banks have 
splendid flowers boxed on their sills. 
Imagine a (Cincinnati bank, by way 
of contrast, coming down to things so 
effeminate in the beautiful as growing 
plants on its window sills! The Hud- 
son's Bay Company has opened a 
modern three-story department stere 
up Here, to replace the old trading post. 
There are fine blankets in the show 
windows at $2.50 apiece that took your 
eye to it. The store is open three years 
now, ; 
We doubt if any city of the size in 
the states can boast as complete a der 
partment store as this one. They 
trade in it with the Indians still, but 
poor Lo today comes through isles 
with tidies and ladies’ notions and 
bolts of dry goods and other textiles 
on his way to barter. Perhaps the 
dapper. clerk in the grocery depart- 
ment sees him looking up at the great 
moose head, and, divining his errand, 
suggests he go down Aisle No. 3, 
Aisle No. 3 has some clothing that Lo 
is apt to take a fancy toy and when 
it comes to bartering they will get 
some fine fur in exchange. The house 
furnishing department, too, may make 
the company richer for his visit. 
Natives Look to the Factor. 
4 modern department store of the old 
Hudson Bay Company, which came be 
fore the missionaries were here, is also 
for bona’ fide business, instead of barter 
pure and simple. 

Over the district in which it lies the 
company has its Chief Factor, one Mr. 
Livvock, who has been with it thirty or 
years, The store itself has an of- 
fice for him and from thence be directs 
the supplies which go out to the posts 
away up at the Arctic. Up in the lone 
lands they look to the Factor of Edmon 
ton as our settlers might in days -gone 
hy have locked to the Great White Fath- 
Washington—a sort of demigod, 
lispensing all that was bounteous. 

A telephone rings and a woman orders 
more carpeting, to be delivered 
while the men are still at the house they 
lay it. A cash register made at Dayton, 
Ohic, is recording a sale of lace curtains. 
And yet we are in a Hudson Bay Com- 
pany post, the same from which supplies 
are sent by river away up to Athabasca. 

We do our shopping, we replenish our 
wardrobe, for they claim they can fit 
one out here, even the newly married, 
from cellar to garret.

DRIVEN TO THE WALL. 


Toronto Electric Limht Co. Make Proo- 
osition to City For Franchise Ro- 
newal. 


Toronto, Jan, 20.—The deepest mys- 
tery surrounding an offer which May- 
or Oliver says was made today looking 
fo a new atrangement between the 
city and the Toronto Electric Light 
Company. Mayor Oliver declines to 
say who made the offer though he ad- 
mits he saw Wm. MacKenzie today. 
Mr. MacKenzie tonight would say 
nothing. Sir Henry Pellatt, president 
and director of the Electric Light Co., 
declared positively they knew of 10 
offer Even the members of the 
board of control say the mayor has 
not taken them into his confidence. 

The mayor says the proposition 
secks (1) renewal of Toronto electric 
light franchise for thirty years; (2) 
continuance of monopoly for supply- 
ing power to stores, residences, and 
smaller uses generally; (3) to be al- 
lowed to pay 2 dividend not exceed- 
ing 10 per cent, Any surplus remain- 
ing after providing for depreciation 
of plant to be used in reducing rates. 

In return for the requests made the 
company offers to allow the city the 
use of its poles, and to erect more; to 
give the use of its conduits and build 
more on a rental basis; thé city to 
control the lighting of the city, pub- 
lie buildings and works and to supply 
large consumers, ete., though no mo- 
nopoly in this respect is conceded. 

It was reported tonight that Mr. 
Mackenzie and the Electric Co. would 
buy out a majority of the stock of the 
Toronto Electric Light Co. at $160 a 
share, but Sir Henry Pellatt said this 
would not be considered at all, 


PANAMA CANAL SCANDAL. 
Enquiry Into New York World's Al- 
leged Libel Will Cover Wide Field. 


Washington, Jan. 20—Steadily along 
its mysterious way yesterday proceed- 
ed the district grand jury enquiry into 
the New York World's publication of 
the Panama canal scandal, Charles 
P. Taft, brother of the president-elect, 
end Dougles Robinson, brother-in-law 
of President Roosevelt, were exam- 
ined together with e dozen newspaper 
correspondents, newsdeulers and em- 
ployees of telegraph companies 

A somewhat sensational turn) was 
given to the investigation by the de- 
mand made on H. Frank Tait, Wash- 
ington manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co., to produce before the 
grand jury certain messages received 
by his company in New York on De- 
eember 6, 7 and &, signed “Smith,” or 
“Delavan Smith.’’ 

Delavan Smith is the publisher and 
stonsible owner of the Indianapolis 
News. The fact thet messages dated 
ss late es December 8 are wanted 
leuds further mystery to the affair 
That was some time after the publi- 
ertion of the alleged libelous articles 
and that they are wanted in the ecur- 
rent investigation indicates that it is 
covering a wider field than was sup- 
posed.

He was born in the year 1851 and he 
has in consequence entered on his 
fifty-eighth vear. He was edacated 
at Harrow and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. He was in the British House 
from 1880 to 1885 as representative for 
South Northumberland and the fel- 
lowing year for Tyneside, Northum- 
berland. He was administrator — of 
Rhodesia in 1896 and 1897 ond has 
been a director of the British South 
Africa Company since 1898 and con- 
tinued in that office until he was ap- 
pointed Governor General of Canada, 
in 1904. Earl Grey comes of a dis- 
tinguished family, which has been 
prominent in the history of Northum- 
berland for several centuries, The 
first Earl was a General in the Ameri- 
ean revolutionary war, end the second 
was the celebrated Charles, Earl Grey. 
one of the distinguished stotesmen 0: 
the early part of the last century. 
His Excellency succeeded his uncle, 
the third Eerl. on October 9th, 1894. 

On June 15th, 1905, letters paten 
were passed revoking existing letters 
patent constituting the iffiec of 
“Governor General and Communder- 
in-Chief of the Dominion.”

1 would like to say that I am sure all the Shareholders must be very 

much pleased with the result of last yeer’'s business. It is true that we 


had a slightly better report last year, but when we consider the tremendous 
upheaval that has taken place across the line, and the fact that we can- 
not in this country stand aside from the effects of anything like that, and 
that our financial affairs, our industries and business generally, are in- 
fluenced very largely by business conditions in the United States, I think 
that the report just presented us shows that the affairs of this Bauk have 
been managed during the past year with wonderful care and caution. The 
Directors and the Management must have exercised great prudence, and at 
the same time cared for the interests of their clients , 

Mr. Geo. Hague moved that the scrutineers cast one ballot in favor of 
the following persons as directors:

Continuing, Mr, Hague said:— 
“With regard to the Statement just presented, | would say that although 


the profits are not such as they were a year ago, or such as some other 
institutions have made, ihey might have been very much worse if extraerdin- 
ary care had not been taken to keep the Bank in « perfectly strong condi- 
tion, which is much more important than making great profits, At this 
the Bank is in an exceptionally strong position with regard to its 
immediately available resources as shown by this statement, They amount 
to about 50 per cent. of the Liabilities, Forrnerly we used to be well satisfied 
if our available resources amounted to 25 per cent, but times have changed, 
and most of the Banks now keep larger reserves. 

“With regard to the names presented, they are the same as last year 
with one exception, to replace a Director who has resigned to join the direc- 
torate of another bank, and I feel sure that they will be satisfactory to 
you, and I am sure that all the Shareholders are greatly pleased with the 
result of their efforts. (Applause). 

The annual report was unanimously adopted on the following motion:— 

Moved by the President and seconded by the Vice-president, that the 
report of the Directors as submitted be and the same is hereby adopted and 
ordered to be printed for distribution among the shareholders, 

The General Manager of the Bank, Mr. E. F. Hebden, briefly discussed 
the report, remarking: “There is very little to say beyond expressiag the hope 
that the shareholders ray find the exhibit placed before them satisfactory. 

“The only other matter I have to refer to is the staff, and to testify 
to the continuing loyalty and devotion of its members to the shareholders’ 
interests, and to the excellent spirit animating them towards the Bank and 


one another, and to the good work performed.” 
Messrs, John Patterson and C. R, Black were appointed scrutineers for 


the election of Directors. 

The President briefly explained that the appointment of Mr. Bryce J, 
Allan to the directorate was merely temporary, to fill the gap caused by the 
resignation of Mr, ©. R. Hosmer from the Board. He explained that as soon 
as it was possible to call a full meeting of the Board a permanent director 
would be elected 

The motion for the election of the Directors by one ballot was then un- 
animously adopted.
